Some persons have very rapid heart action. It 


may run habitually at ninety or a hundred beats per 
minute. Usually it is about seventy. In some rare 
cases, it may run down to fifty or sixty, and yet to all 
appearances the individual is entirely well. 


Young people, and espetially young women, have 


greater rapidity of heart action than old people.

extreme old age,the pulse is very slow.

After some of the infectious fevers there may be 


marked slowness of the heart beat for a long time.
